Teddy Roosevelt Jr. 
Dies On French 


WITH AMERiCAN, TROOPS IN« 
NORMANDY, July 13.—(#)—Brig 
Gen. Theodore Roosevelt Jr., 56— 
the soldier son of a soldier father 
—who braved death in three inva- 
sions and many battle Yields in 
North Africa, Sicily, Italy and 
France, died of a heart attack last 
night ‘at 11:45 as he rested quietly 
in a captured German truck. 

Gen. Roosevelt had been using 
the truck for his office and bed- 
room the past few days. 

The son of the former President 
was assistant commanding gen- 
eral of the Fourth Infantry Divi- 
sion. He died two hours after a 
visit with his son, Quentin, who 
is a captain in the Fighting First 
Infantry Division in which the 
general served as deputy com- 
mander earlier in the war. 

Tomorrow Roosevelt, one of the 
best beloved generals in the 
Army, is to be buried in the 
Fourth Division Military ceme- 
tery and his body will rest in the 
soil of the same country where 
his brother Quentin was killed in 
the last war. 

Although stricken with a slight 
heart attack four days ago, Roose.

Yanks Pressing 
On Gothic Line 


ROME, July 13.—(#)—American 
troops have captured the German 
stronghold of Lajatico, 17 miles in- 
land from the Italian west coast, 
in some of the bitterest fighting in 
weeks and tonight were reported 
battering their way slowly down 
the Era valley toward the Arno 
river, first great obstacle in the 
enemy's “Gothic line” defenses. 

Lt. Gen. Clark’s doughboys 
cleaned out the last German sui- 
cide squads in Lajatico yesterday, 
taking 150 to 200 prisoners, and 
pressed on northward in their 
drive to flank the big port of Li- 
vorno, whose strong defenses vir- 
oe have stalled an American 

push directly up the coast for the 


past week. 

Late dispatches placed the flank- 
ing forces less than a dozen miles 
from the point where the Era river 
empties into the Arno northeast 
of Livorno, whence the broad Ar- 
no valley stretches westward to 
the sea between Livorno and Pisa. 
There was no indication that 
American troops on the coast had 


progressed beyond their last re- | 


— position eight miles from 
ivorno. 
Inland from Lajatico other Al- 


lied forces prepared to assault four 
key road centers commanding the 
approaches to the “Gothic line.” 
After beating back several savage 
Nazi counterattacks, French colo- 
nials won positions from which 
they could strike at Poggibonsi, 
which guards both the Elsa river 
valley approach to the Arno and 
the ma highway northeast to 
Florence, 21 miles away. 

The bitterest fighting in this 
sector was for hill 218, two miles 
southwest of Poggibonsi, which 
the French won two days ago.

1,000 Bombers Fire 


And Maul Munich Areat 


LONDON, July 13.—(4)}—Communications and other war targets 
concentrated around Munich lay twisted and smoking tonight, ham- 
mered into wreckage during the day by more than 1,000 American 
heavy bombers which smashed against this fourth largest German 
city for the third day in a row and finally forced the German air 


force to come up and fight. 

The great fleet of Flying For- 
tresses and Liberators, completing 
an unprecedented 60-hour assault 
on installations confined to such a 
small area, also pounded Saar- 
brucken, 200 miles west of Mu- 
nich, as the Allies pressed a gi- 
gantic campaign to isolate the Ger- 
man homeland from battlefronts 
on all sides. 

Unlike the previous two days, 
when the German air force failed 
to put a single interceptor in the 
air, Nazi fighters made attacks on 
the bomber fleet, adding to anti. 
aircraft fire, described officially as 
moderate to intense. Ten Ameri- 
can bombers and five fighters 
from an escort force of 500 failed 
to return. Eight German planes 
were shot out of the. air, six by 
the bombers and two by fighters. 

Today’s American losses com- 
pared with Tuesday’s 20 bombers 
and two fighters and Wednesday's 
26 bombers and no fighters. 

The daylight blow against south- 
ern Germany followed night as- 
saults by more than 1,300 RAF 
bombers which blasted railroad 
yards at Tours and Culmont-Chel- 
indry, 100 miles south of Paris, 
flying bomb bases in France, and 
industries in the Ruhr.

International Free Press Plan 


Up for Consideration This Fall 


WASHINGTON, July 13.—(#) 
The United States is preparing to 
urge Britain to co-operate in cut- 
ting world communications rates 


to encourage a fuller interchange 
of news after the war, it was re- 
ported authoritatively today. 

This is part of a broad plan, 
which is still in process of deve)- 
opment at the State Department 
and other offices, and which is 
designed to help preserve peace 
through understanding among 
peoples the world over. 

Some phases of the plan are still 
in a very tentative state. This in- 
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cludes suggestions, now under of- 
ficial study, to seek a free press 
guarantee in a peace treaty or 
some other general world agree- 
ment. Yet to be decided is what 
the guarantee might cover. 

The first specific effort to get 
something done about the whole 
problem of an international free 
press probably will be made this 
fall. The United States proposes 
to have a meeting here with the 
British to work out, if possible, 
some means of equitable use and 
control of world communications, 
in which this country and Britain 
have the field almost entirely to 
themselves. 

The meeting will be similar to 
the oil and aviation conferences. 
Initial technical discussions would

The Swiss radio said that the 
American bombers again flew 
over Switzerland and that ope 
crashed after the crew bailed out, 
while others were forced to land 
by Swiss fighters. Seventeen of 
the 46 bombers missing on the 
two previous Munich raids are 
known to have landed in Switzer- 
land. 

Crewmen who were able to pin- 
point their targets visually through 
breaks in the clouds said they 
could see fires still burning from 
yesterday's raids by more than 
1,200 Fortresses and Liberators. 

Both Munich and Saarbrucken 
are vital points on rail lines lead- 
ing to Hitler’s southern front. On 
the last three visits to Saarbruck- 
en American bombers have hit 
the railyards there. 

Unfavorable weather again held 
air activity over Normandy to a 
minimum, but American Thunder- 
bolt fighter-bombers made their 
deepest penetration in France 
since D-Day and destroyed a large 
German fuel dump at Sens, 60 
miles southeast of Paris. 

BLAST RAILYARDS 

Leaving the fuel dump afire, 
the Thunderbolts dropped the rest 
of their bombs on railyards north 
of Sens and strafed two long 
freight trains in the yards. All 
returned. 

Allied Mediterranean air force 
bombers, which thundered to 
southern France for the past two 
days, returned to the assault on 
the German oil supply today, 
striking storage tanks and rail fa- 
cilities in northern Italy. Up to 
500 heaviest attacked half a dozen 
fuet and rail targets. 

Some bomber crews on the 
Munich raid said that as many as 
75 Focke-Wulf 190s and Messer- 
schmitt 109s slammed into one 
combat wing soon after the bomb- 
ing run.

“Before a Georgia business firm 
can determine whether it wants to 
purchase war equipment for recon- 
version into peacetime industrial 
use,” said Williams, chairman of 
a committee of the state agricul- 
tural and industrial development 
board, “the business firm must 
first know whether it will have a 
market for the goods it is to manu- 
facture.” 

NEW PEACETIME MARKET 

There will be no _ peacetime 
market for the articles of war- 
fare now being turned out in Geor- 
gia industries, he pointed out. The 
machinery must be turned into 


the manufacture of products which 
Georgia and the south can use 
during the postwar era. 

To determine what manufac- 
tured articles the south needs, 
Williams is appealing for the co- 
operation of large and small dis- 
tributors and consumers in the 
survey. 

“Unless we can study the sales 
reports on products shipped into 
Georgia and the south, and see 
what products Georgia can manu- 
facture and market in this state 
and in the south, we will muffle 
the greatest opportunity of a life-

63 per cent of our families dare 
saving waste paper regularly and 
only 67 per cent are convinced of 
the need of waste paper, he said. 

English S. Deschamp, regional 
WPB salvage director, reported 
here that during April only 27,000 
tons of scrap and waste paper 
were collected in seven southeast- 
ern states. In May, this collection 
dropped to 23,500 tons, a loss at a 
time when it could not be afford- 
ed and not directly cause a set- 
back in the war program. 

To help balance the decreased 
collections of waste paper in the 
past three months and provide for 
the present urgency, a quota of 10 
pounds of paper per month for 
every person has been set by sal- 
vage officials in this region. 

This means, Deschamp said, the 
southeast will provide 88,290 tons 


of waste paper during the next 
months if every person will fill 
his quota. And, he added, not to 
fill a quota is a direct failure to 
support the war program in every 
opportunity. 
GEORGIA’S QUOTA 

If every Georgian in every town 
and hamlet will turn in 10 pounds 
of scrap and waste paper during 
the next month, they will be send- 
ing 14,885 tons of paper to war, in 
addition to the millions of pounds 
of paper manufacturers and indus- 
tries could contribute by cleaning 
out files and closets. 


Deschamp urged Georgians to 
save every newspaper, magazine, 
letter, which can be torn or shred- 
ded if of a confidential nature, 
bags, pasteboard boxes and turn 
them in to local salvage groups, 
who will collect them. 


Atlantans can report paper to 
be collected by calling Walnut 
2035, Jacizsson 2627 or Jackson 
2224, and a collector will call at 
the home or business to get the 
salvaged paper. 

He reported that part of the de- 
crease in paper salvage is due to 
organized school groups engaged 
in paper collections having stop- 
ped working for the summer and 
added that other organizations 
must put forth more effort and 
show more enthusiasm for paper 
collections to cover this gap until 
school starts again..

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Polio’s Spread 


Parallels °43’s 


By the Associated Press. 
Infantile paralysis cases in the 
United States total about the same 
as last year at this time, but the 
locale of the principal outbreaks 
of the disease has changed, the 
United States Public Health Serv- 


ice reported yesterday. 

In 1943, the service said in 
Washington, 1,329 cases had been 
reported through July 8, while 
thraygh the same date this year, 
tnelf poliomyelitis cases totaled 

But while the disease centered 
in the first half of 1943 in Texas, 
California and Oklahoma, {ft ha 
predominated this year in the 
south and middle Atlantic and the 
east south, central states, the 
health s ce said. 


TO AVOID INFECTION 


The best method of avoiding in- 
fection in areas where the disease 
is epidemic, the service added, is 
to avoid unnecessary contacts such 
as crowds; beware of too strenu- 
ous exercise and overheating. 

North Carolina was the state 
hardest hit in the current out- 
break, with 291 cases reported by 
the state health board since the 
beginning of June. Emergency 
hospital centers have been set up, 
with more than 100 volunteer Red 
Cross nurses helping care for the 
victims. 

The southeastern conference of 
the United Christian Youth Move- 
ment, scheduled for Lake Juna- 
luska, N. C., July 15-19, has been 
canceled because of the polio out- 
break. 


IN NEW YORK STATE 


Infantile paralysis has “reached 
epidemic proportions” in Steuben, 
Chemung and, Erie counties, the 
New York health department re- 
ported yesterday. Dr. James E. 
Perkins, director, reported that 97 
cases in these counties represented 
two critical centers of the disease. 
He said a total of 135 cases re- 
ported in the state, exclusive of 
New York city’s 136, was “high” 
when it was considered that the 
peak of each year’s outbreak usu- 
ally is not reached until the latter 
part of August or September. 

In South Carolina, only four 
active cases were reported at pres- 
ent and only eight since Janu- 
ary 1.

The prewar 5-cent cup of coffee 
that included cream and sugar is 
back at 5 cents to stay and there 
can be no slipups now. . 

Tightening the controls on prices 
in eating places, the Office of 
Price Administration has issued a 
regulation for the nation as a 
whole that requires all eating 
places to post ,in a conspicious 
place the pricesn 40 items served 
and one of these items—coffee— 
must be 5 cents a cup unless it 
was sold at more than that be- 
fore October 10, 1943. 

The regulation, a more emphatic 
duplication of one which the re- 
gional OPA put into effect here 
more than a year ago, requires all 
establishments selling food and 
drinks ‘to display a poster show- 
ing the ceiling prices on foods 
sold, so that price checkers as well 
as customers can see what they are 
charged and that it is not more 
than the prices were during the 
week of October 4-10,¢ 1943. 

This tighter control on food 
prices, which becomes effective 
July 31, is designed to silence 
complaints that the price of eating 
out is a great deal higher than it 
should be.

Several public health nurses 
from Georgia have gone to North 
Carolina to help combat the in- 
fantile paralysis epidemics there, 
according to State Health Commis- 
sioner T. F. Abercrombie. 

“These nurses have obtained 
leaves of absence from various 
city and county health depart- 
ments to volunteer their services,” 
he said yesterday. 

The National Foundation an- 
nounced from New York that it 
had advanced $50,000 for epidemic 
relief and sent a staff of doctors, 
nurses and physical therapy tech- 
nicians into North Carolina. The 
National Foundation is supported 
by the annual January March of 
Dimes. 

The Foundation said the agen- 
cies of North Carolina, the United 
States Army, the state Civilian 
Defense office, Women’s Divisions 
of the National Foundation’s North 
Carolina chapters, business firms, 
public utilities, policemen and 
firemen, and American Red Cross 
and other individuals and organi- 
zations have joined the National 
Foundation in setting up emer- 
gency hospitals in sparsely settled 
areas so the victims—the majority 
of them children—may receive 
care.

Ultra violet rays may light

“The health panel of the board 
plans to co-operate with the edu- 
cation panel in an experiment on 
school lighting,” he said.

Aderhold said the school plan- 
ners are studying possibility of ex- 
tending the grade school system to 
12 years, instead of 11. Local ed- 
ucators also are studying whether 
the school of tomorrow should in- 
clude the preschool child and the 
adult, instead of operating solely 
for those between 6 and 18.

Backed by the double-barreled support of the public works and 


finance committee of council, 


a fund of $100,000 for engineering 


services in development of an integrated postwar improvement program 
for metropolitan Atlanta will be sought Monday in city council. 


The Atlanta city government 

will be asked to make the fund 
available contingent only on a 
matching similar sum be put up by 
Fulton county. 
- Approval of the engineering pro- 
gram was given yesterday by both 
the public works and finance 
groups, headed by Alderman Ed A. 
Gilliam as chairman. 


Spearheaded by Mayor Harts- 
field, Clarke Donaldson, city con- 
struction chief, and Henry Chan- 
dier, president of the Atlanta Fed- 
eration of Trades, the drive to 
make the money immediately 
available to expedite preparation 
of necessary drawings and surveys 
to avoid delays was promptly ac- 
cepted by the committee as a rep- 
resentative group of engineers 
looked on. 

GET FUNDS, THEN CONTRACT 


No action looking towards em- 
ployment of any engineering firm 
was taken, committee members 
taking the position that sufficient 
funds should be a condition prece- 
dent to any discussions regarding 
assignments of work. This, howev- 
er, will come when the fund is 
voted by council and commission- 
ers. 


Jesse M. Shelton, vice president 
and treasurer of Robert & Com- 
pany, Inc., nationally known At- 
lanta engineering firm, said he 
thought engineers should be as- 
signed definite projects to work on 
if retained.

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Still Need Supplementing 

Gov. Ellis Arnall, at a meeting of the state board of education, 
made official announcement yesterday of the $3,148,000 increase 
in Georgia teacher salaries for the next school year. 

This means that the state will, for the first time, provide a 
full niné-month guaranteed salary to teachers in every school in 
Georgia. It will mean, moreover, that most teachers will receive 
salaries for 11 months. It is, in short, a far-reaching step on the 
road to the Governor's visualized $100 a month minimum, 12 
months in the year, for every teacher in the school systems of the 
state. 

The Atianta Constitution, which inaugurated the campaign 
for more commensurate salaries for Georgia teachers, is satisfied 
that the state administration has done everything possible at 
present. We were already spending the greatest proportion of 
total revenue for education of any state in the Union. There can 
be no doubt, in view of these latest increases, that the state 
government, until its financial outlook materially improves, can 
do no more. 

But we are still far from satisfied with the wages which many 

of our teachers will be paid. The old axiom that “one gets what 
one pays for” holds true in the realm of personal services, and the

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Falling Into Ruin 


It is axiomatic that, in the ring, the time to throw your hardest 
punches is when your opponent shows the first signs of collapse. 
That is when a quick knockout can be achieved and, if the moment 
is not used properly, it may not come again. 

Which means that today is the time when evéry ounce of 
strength the United Nations possess, on the battlefields and on 
the home front alike, must be thrown into the struggle im Europe. 
We cannot afford, now less than ever, to relax our efforts in the 
slightest. Rather, we must increase them and thus deliver the 
final, crushing blows which will bring the complete collapse of 
Germany and the victory and peace we so eagerly desire. 

There are many signs that the once-vaunted Nazi war machine 
is disintegrating. The Luftwaffe is but a weak shadow of what 
it was once. There aré no air reserves left. The Germans are 
practically without air support in Italy or on the Russian front 
and the best they can do in France is pitifully weak. 

The high rate of mortality among German generals is indication 
that the fighting morale of their armies is at low ebb. Generals 
do not expose themselves to front-line dangers unless there is 
desperate need to bolster faltering troops by personal example. 

The manner in which the German generals are squandering 
their men, especially on the Russian front, m@t mean they are 
realizing the hopelessness of their situation. They are recklessly 
accepting huge losses, in dead and captured, éven though they 
are being steadily pushed back on all fronts. 

These and other indices point to a coming, sudden collapse 
of the entire German war. machine. With practically no reserves, 
with supplies near exhaustion as a result of air bombardment of 
their war plants, anything may happen, at any moment. 

The foe is ripe to fall. It is simply up to us to gather our entire 
strength and deliver the knockout.

In Wallace Fight 


If you are one who wistfully exclaims, “I wish 
I understood politics,” this is a good time to start 
understanding. 

Not for a moment do I mean to say I can ex- 
plain politics. 

But a few things are going on. Many of them are visible. 

Thére is one fight, and only one fight, going on in the Demo- 
cratic political arena at this time. 

That is the effort to prevent the nomination of Henry Wallace 
as vice president on the Democratic ticket to be selected at Chicago 
next week. 

That itself is important. It means that the powerful influences 
which for eight years furiously have opposed the President, have 
thrown in the towel and admitted defeat. 

They can’t stop his nomination. 

So, the fight centers on Henry Wallace. 

A great many persons oppose him because they think he is too 
socialistic; too much in favor of a redistribution of wealth and 
property; so much of an idealist that he would likely wish to use 
much of the production of this country to aid other nations in 
raising their living standards. 

There is no real reason for this position. He has never said so. 
He has made speeches which were not thoughtfully written. They 
were given a dozen different interpretations and he never bothered 
to correct them, 

This created one strong group honestly afraid of him. 

There is another group which quite selfishly, in their own in- 
terests, want a man as vice president whom they can reach. They 
can have him out to dinner; they can invite him to their homes or 
clubs for the weekend. They can, through him, have a pipe line 
into the White House. . 

The vice president is the premtne officer over sessions of the 
senate. As such he is, or can be, a person of influence in legislative 
matters. He can be a great source of information. He can, if he 
chooses, throw his weight around. For the right people, of course. 


This group includes some of the other opposing group. Not all, 


. but some. 


There is another group fanatically behind Mr. Wallace, seeing 
in him the honest idealist, which all his foes admit him to be. 


THE REALITIES We are for the moment, however, concerned 
- with the politics of the campaign against 
allace. 


Mr. Roosevelt honestly would prefer Mr. Wallace because he is 
of real value in dealing with foreign nations, all of whom trust 
him. Also Henry Wallace is of great integrity and he is no pipe 
line of information or influence. He serves the President. 

But politics and the realities will not permit Mr. Roosevelt 
to be insistent. (The two, politics and realities, are one and the 
same, but this people sometimes forget.) So, Mr. Roosevelt will 
be able only to make a strong statement in his behalf. He will not 
be able, even, to use his influence or political weight. 

This makes it somewhat easier for the opposition and they are 
making the most of it. It throws the convention open to a real fight. 


THE TACTICS The opposition organization, led by a very smart 

attorney in Washington, one skilled in politics, 
lobbying and the gentle art of “influence,” began a campaign which 
was apparent in the news reports of the newspapers of Thursday 
morning. 

Telephone calls went out from Washington to at least a dozen 
states. The results made the news in Thursday’s papers. A num- 
ber of delegations announced they would support a favorite son, 
in most instances ‘the governor of their own state. 

This serves to neutralize a certain number of votes. The oppo- 
sition to Wallace checks them off and concentrates on what re- 
mains. The more “favorite son” nominations they can get the more 
they reduce their working field. 

They have one great fear. That is that one favorite son might 
achieve some strength which would destroy the chances of the man 
upon whom they build, and for whom they seek pledges. 


So, one notes that of all the favorite sons so far in the news 
not a single one has the remotest chance of getting the nomination. 


Two men are most prominent among those mentioned as possible 
successors to Mr. Wallace. They are Senator Harry Truman, of 
Missouri, and Senator Alben Barkley, of Kentucky. 

Truman would be the best political bet. He is from the middle 
west. The people know him and like him because of the good 
work of the Truman committee. But, some of the “machine states” 
are balking on him, Alben Barkley reportedly is the choice of the 
group which seeks to unseat Wallace. 

This is not yet assured. Wallace still has real strength. But 
there is a lot of time. And the mice will nibble at the cheese. 
We may know before next Wednesday how well they have suc-

Gadgets We'd Need 
To Travel in Space

What Reds Want 


Within a fortnight or so, we 
may expect to learn that Russian 
troops are on the soil of that part 
of Poland which is uncontested, 
and that the Russian war will be 
won in this territory—as the 
Anglo-American war against Ger- 
many will be won in France. 

In the case of Poland this fact 
carries with it great political con- 
sequences. The liberation of Po- 
land will be, in effect, the libera- 
tion of Europe, and will open thg 
gates to the heart of Germany. 
In the situation the continued 
deadlock in relations between the 
Russian government and the Pol- 
ish government-in-exile in Londen, 
must reach an immediate solution, 
if any solution is ever to be form- 
ed. For it is obvious that the 


Soviet government is in a position 
to all but dictate terms to Poland. 


What do they want to dictate— 
if anything? 

The frontier demands of the 
Soviet are well known. They 
have announced thém openly but 
even in this question it is not gen- 
erally known whether compro- 
mises are not possible. 

The more delicate question, 


however, is the political one. Do 
the Soviets favor a genuinely in- 
dependent Poland? Is their ob- 
ject a Sovietized Poland? What 
type of government will they rec- 
ognize? Who will choose the 
members of that government? 
The Soviet Union? Have the So- 
viets not already set up a pro- 
visional government in the “Union 
of Polish Patriots in Moscow’’? 
Has this institution not already 
a Sovietized Polish army in Rus- 
sia? Is not the rift between 
the Vatican and the Soviet Union 
such that a breach between Polish 
Catholics and any government 
supported by the Soviet Union is 
not to be healed? 


These are questions which have 
been asked for months and no 
satisfactory and all-inclusive an- 
swer has yet been made. 


Missions to Moscow 


Two men went to Moscow to 
ask just these questions, and ob- 
tained clear and definite answers 
to them. One of them, Father 
Orlemansky, has been unable to 
speak because of the discipline of 
his church, though that this chap- 
ter is not yet closed is revealed 
by the news that he will go to 
the Vatican. 


But the companion of his mis- 
sion to Moscow, Professor Oscar 
Lange, of Chicago, also knows the 
answers, and if he has not spoken, 
it is obvious that he has chosen 
to carry his information to Polish 
and American diplomatic head- 
quarters rather than risk being 
accused of making: propaganda. 
It is known, for instance, that he 
had a prolonged conversation with 
the Polish Prime Minister Miko- 
lajczyk when the latter was re- 
cently in the United States, and 
that the prime minister was great- 
ly impressed. 

But time is running short. The 
sensational advance of the Red 
Army is going to solve this prob- 
lem with or without the Polish 
government-in-exile. 

“Professor Lange made the most 
thorough exploration of Polish- 
Russian relations and his conclu- 
sion combined with the conclusions 
of Anglo-American diplomatic 
forces add up as follows: 

First of all, the Soviet Union 
desires to reach an understanding 
with the Polish government-in- 
exile. There are objections to the 
type of government as it exists to- 
day but the Soviet government 
prefers a reorganization to a sub- 
stitute, It is prepared to recognize 
the London government-in-exile as 
legitimate. The initiative to an 
agreement will come, the SowWets 
hope, from this government. The 
Soviet government does not de- 
mand the inclusion of any specific 
persons in a reorganized govern- 
ment, 

There is no demand, for in- 
stance, that the government in- 
clude specific members of the 
gion of Polish Patriots in Mos. 
cow. The example to be followed 
would be that of the understand- 
ing reached between King Peter 
and the Tito forces in Yugoslavia. 
The new Yugoslav government is 
a Yugoslav creation and its mem- 
bers have not been picked by the 
Soviet Union and are inclusive of 
varieties of political views. 


Unsatisfactory 

The present Polish government- 
in-exile is unsatisfactory because 
of the outspoken anti-Russian 
trends of a few of its members. 
For instance, there is Gen. Sosn- 
kowski, who is commander-in- 
chief in the present cabinet and 
has an anti-Russian record of long 
standing. : 

The Soviets do not ask that he 
be removed from the Polish army 
but they want to exclude his pow- 
erful political influence and have 
objections to his position as com- 
mander-in-chief. 

With the exclusion from posi- 
tions of power of known anti-' 
Russians the Soviets hope for a 
Polish coalition government most 
widely. inclusive ®f all Polish pa- 
triotic parties and forces. 


The Soviets de not, therefore, 
demand a left-wing government, 
not to mention a “Red” one. 
They have no objection to the in- 
clusion of conservatives, if they 
are not anti-Russian. They do 
not dictate the internal social 
structure of the future Poland. 
The Soviet objections to the pres- 
ent government are specific and 
strictly limited, and they are 
based upon considerations of fu- 
ture Soviet security and peace, 
and on nothing else, 

But what is the alternative if 
the present deadlock continues, 
until Russian forces are on un- 
contested Polish soil?

Wallace To Get Nod 
If FDR Wants Him 


WASHINGTON.—Now that President Roose 
velt has removed all remaining doubt as to his 
: willingness to accept a fourth-term nomination, 
ia tt the question of whether Vice President Wallace 
will again be named as his running mate becomes uppermost in the 
political mind of the country. 

Democrats are strongly divided on the question. It can hardly 
be denied that a majority of the leaders of the party are vigorously 
and somewhat violently opposed to Mr. Wallace’s renomination, 
though just why this should be is not easy to explain. 

On the whole, the vice president has proved to be a more useful 
public official than most of his predecessors have been. The mission 
to Russia and China, from which he has just returned, is an rreang em 
of the type of public service he has rendered, over and above his 
constitutional duties as the presiding officer of the senate. 

There have been times when his zeal brought him into conflict 
with other department heads of the government, such as the clash 
he had some months back with Secretary of Commerce Jesse Jones. 
But always, it may be said, he has beeg amenable to White House 


discipline. 


S The opposition to Mr. Wallace seems to 
TWO OBJECTION hinge on two primary points, one defined

“I can’t explain the smell, but 
it’s sweetish, like fish just before they spoil, and once you 
detect it, you'll never forget it. But I want to tell you about 
the fishing here. There's none better, and I’ve fished in a 
lot of places.” 

Bert Sumner went on with his talk. 

“We've been organized 11 years now. In all that time we've 
stayed at arm's length from state administrations, asked no favors. 
' We've had fine co-operation from some and very little co-operation 
from others. All we ask today is protection of our resources.” 

I saw Ranger Charley Young standing back in the shadows. 

Young spends most of his time in the swamp, seeing that vio- 
lators don't prey on the )ake’s great fish supply with illegal use of 
seines and baskets. Young's boss, head of state rangers, Fred Brewer 
Sr., stood nearby. P 

Sumner said he thought that the protection would be ade- 
quate. And I’m sure it will be in the territory patrolled by 
Charley Young. 

Most of the folks in a section like to stand in with the 
sheriff, and all of them know how Davis Hudson feels about 
the Worth County Sportsmen’s Club. He’s one of the most 
active members. 

He recently landed a 9'4-pound bass. When it comes to fishing, 
Hudson, a popular sheriff, casts his vote for Lake Blackshear.

WASHINGTON, July 13.—(#) 
4Political Washington read with 
more than usual interest tonight 
a report that the name of Sen- 
ator Barkley of Kentucky would 
be placed in nomination for the 
vice presidential nominztion. 

The report, quoting Henry Ward, 
associate editor of the Paducah 
(Ky.)

Some southerners not 
only have opposed Wallace’s re- 
nomination but have voted in con- 
ventions to free their electors to 
vote for someone other than the 
party nominees should the plat- 
form not meet their demands on 
the Negro question. 

Texas and Mississippi have 
conditionally freed their electors 
and South Carolina has treatened 
to do the same after the national 
convention. 

ee states have 40 electoral 
vo and in a close election could 
easily throw a decision into the 
house, if they cast their votes for 
a@ candidate other than the winner 
of the popular ballot. 

The Kentucky report attracted 
further interest because it indicat- 
ed the Barkley drive would be an 
uncompromising one. It said the

ALBANY, N. Y., July 13.—(/) 
Gov. Dewey assailed today what

“That we shall succeed in re- 
storing government that is close 
to*the people I have no doubt,” 
the Republican presidential candi- 
date declared in an address to 
the Empire Girls’ State, a govern- 
ment training conference held an- 
nually for New York’s high school 
girls, 

The speech topped off a busy 
day with state affairs for Dewey, 
in the course of which he declin- 
ed to receive a large delegation 
which came to Albany to urge, 
that he approve use of the federal 
war ballot in New York. - 

Paul E. Lockwood, the gover- 
nor’s secretary, informed the dele- 
gation by telegram, prior to its 
arrival, that state machinery for 
soldfer voting is “functioning 
well” and “no purpose would be 
served” by the proposed confer- 
ence. 

‘EXECUTIVE SUPERIOR’ 

Dewey told the 250 delegates to 

the girls’ state conference that one 
tendency in public life that has 
worked recently to separate gov- 
ernment from the people “has 
been the development in Wash- 
ington of a concept that the execu- 
tive department of the federal 
government is apart from and su- 
perior to the other branches of 
— and is above the peo- 
ple.
